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A MISSION OF 
TWO AMBASSADORS PROM BANTAM 
TO LOJTDON BI 1682. 

INTRODUCTION. 

Historical background 

Banten, a Moslem state since the l6th century, came into early- 
contacts with European traders starting with the visit of the Por — 
tuguese in 15^6 and De Houtman in 1596« 

In 1619 it lost its harbour Jayakarta to the Dutch who renamed 
it Batavia. Banten' s sultans x-rho were interested in politics as x^^ell 
as in trade were for decades the most serious rivals of the Dutch. 
Sultan Agong (I6I6 - I683) a genius in the field of trade caused 
many losses to the Dutch East India Company not only here but also 
abroad. 

The Ei^glish in Banten succeeded in convincing the Sultan that coo- 
peration with the English East India Company was the onJ.y x/ay to 
liquidate Dutch competition. Sultan Ageng had appointed his son, 
Sulta,n Hadji as his fellow- ruler. The I'tter who at first followed' 
his father's views later on turned hinistilf against hira taking the 
side of the Dutch. It grew into a clash betv/een father and son which 
resulted in the victory of Sultan Hadji and the imprisonment of 
Sultan Ageng in the Castle of Batavia, in 1683. The English xirere ex- 
pelled from Banten April 12, I682, 

In 1681, Sultan Hadji, still on good terms with his father 
sent a diplomatic mission to London to King Charles the II| they 
went by English ship "London" which was loaded with pepper, sandal- 
wood, ginger, Cloves and private goods worth 6 ^ 7000 reals. The 
presents from the Sultan to the King of England ^.^rej 200 bars of 
pepper several diamonds, a golden peacock set with precious stones, 
together (according to rumours) 12000 reals.

This nission roturned to Banten a year and a half later when 
political conditions had entirely cha-nged. Immediately upon the 
arrival of this mission they were hurriedly sent by the Sultan to 
Batavia to report to the Governor General. The Ekifflish ship Kemp- 
hoom which had not been allowed to anchor in Banten harbour ca- 
ne also to Batavia. The Arabassq,dors tried to release the presents 
for the Sultan and their own goods.. It was hard to obta-in them as 
the English captain did no c -think: it necessary to hard over the - 
King's presents now that condities had changed so much. Only with 
the help of the Batavia Government were the goods released. The - 
captain wished to give to the Company "the terribly ugly dogs" a 
present from King Charles II to the Sultan, but Kyayi Aria Wijaya 
took them hODO to Banten in his ship. 

Besides these animals were unloaded : Crates with guns, mir- 
rors, kii-ives, s-"ddles etc. 40 crates with hardlantenrsj mirrors 
locks etc. J 77 small vats"distilled waterL ■ and 1 vat with hand- 
latenrs further a few pots, pans and bedding of the ,'lmbassadors. 
The 500 vats gunpowder fron the King for the Sultan were handed 
over to the Company. The diar;/' in London was comfiscated. 

The diary in English, obviously written by one of the inter- 
preters in London was taken to the '^^.stle of Batavia and transla- 
ted into 17'fch Century Dutch, firs Pinin Mees, a Dutch historian - 
found it among the Daghregisters of l683 in the State Archive, She 
published it undar the title "Een Tantansch Gezantschap naar Enge- 
land" in 1682 ( Tijdschrif t Bataviaasch Genootsohap I924) . 

¥e have mgde an attempt to translate it rgain into present 
day English, As Mrs- Fruin Mees remarked : "the uninterested clerk 
of the Castle ommitted many thinks as for example the plays they 
watched at the Duke's Theater"- In spite of this, the diary makes 
still interesting reading. We will notice that the voyage lasted 
about 5 months and that they lost only one slave (which was an - 
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achievement at the time, considering the losses suffered by many 
crevjs on account of diseases and scorhut). Wo will f illov; their 
stay in London and seo how they were entertained. Their oi-m cooks 
prepared their meals even vAen they were invited, like at Windsor 
Cagtle» One cook died after too much drinking of spirits. Tho trips 
they Eiade to the Tower of London, Westminster Abbey, to the House 
of Lords and the House of Commons are still made by foreign state - 
guests of today.

JAinJARY 22 . A little lata in the afternoon arrives i by Eoyal 
ship from Bant^ Aria Singawidjaya, now renamecl RacUn Djcjya 
Wierata, accompanied by the Ambassadors of His Highness, Anga- 
'bQ'j Naya Wipraja and Angabey Jaya Sedana with their suite con- 
sisting of 33 men who by his Highness,, mentioned, above have - 
been sent here on purpose to report to their Honours about the 
ir accomplished mission to 3ngland, who by the here residing 
Bantam Ambassador, Pangeran Aria Diepa Nierat, have been taken 
inside for an audience with His Honour, 

To aboveraentioned Honourabl© have been handed t three pi- 
eces of English letters, the first by the King of Great Brita- 
in to the young King tf Bantam, Sultan Abun Naser Abdul Cahaar 
written on ordinary paper dated July 4? 1682 and signed by him 
self 5 the second by the Honourable B^st Indis Company on stam- 
ped paper to above mentioned King of Bantam dated June 7> l682, 
St Vitusday together with an account in English on how the sa- 
me ambassadors were met at their arrival in London,, and how 
they were entertained during their stay. 

The same ambassadors further narrated orally how they on 
November, 10, l68l had been sent to England from Bantam by the 
young King by English ship "Londn", arriving on the 29th of A- 
pril near Erith on the river Theems and how they on the follow 
ir>g Kay 9*1^ \v«re stately received in London, and how they were 
three times received in to the presence of His Royal Majesty 
of England vrho has knighted the two aboyementioned persons ., . . 
Ilgabehi Uaya Wipraja with the honourable title of Sir Abdul - 
and the other, who can speak his English passably well with 
the title of Sir Achraet each having been presented with a ~ 
sword, having received no other presents from His Majesty. 



.They left again after a 3-§ months ' stay in Loniflon by Eng- 
lish Company ship the "Semphoom" sailing hither on .Au-gust '23, 
1683 from Ihtyns, they arrived and returned safely at Bantam on 
the 20th of this month, with their suitg except 2 men. who died.

The Kyayi Mgabshi Naya Wipraja and Kyayi Wgabshi Jaya Sei- 
dana Ambassadors of the great mighty Prince Dultan Abdul el Ca- 
har Abun ITas*?, King of Souroueouhan previously named Bantam 
after journey of 6 months ( during wich they lost only one s}a- 
ve ) arrived by ship " London " under command of the Captain 
John Danielson on Saturday April 29 ( old style ) on the river 
Theems, throwing anchor near Srith. 

M_A Y 1. 3y order of the Honourable English East India 
Company Sir Jeremy Sambroock and K.r William Segewick ( two re- 
presentatives of abovementioned Company ) as well as Mr Bobert 
Marshall and Hr Thomas tewis coae on board to welcome them and 
to provide them x^ith all requisites. 

M__A_Y 2. Abovementioned ambassadors disembarked at E- 
rith and iirere entertained at th? residence of a certain Mr Van 
Nacka. 

M_A^ Y _ 6th. Their friendly receptions and manifold visits 
by Persons of respectab .lity and quality lasted until Saturday 
when abovementioned Sir Jeremy Samisroock besides Sir Charles 
Coterill ( Mastar of C3j< monies ), Sir Henry Dacres and above 
mentioned Mr Marshall came on board by order of abovementioned 
Company and acoorapanied th3m by Royal Barge to Greanwhich whe- 
re they were entertained till the 9tb when abovementioned Sir 
Jeremy Sambroock, Sir CSharles Coterill, Sir Henry Dacres and 
fir Marshall, arrived ^^r Royal 3arge with a large suite at - 



Greenvioh from v/here they accompanied above mentioned ambassa- 
dors to the riverbank, where His Majesty's carriages were wait- 
ing with about 60 other carriages with 6 horses, besides a tro- 
up of mounted nobles who atteided the ceremony in honour of a- 
bovenientioned jSast India Company under command of Sir John Wet- 
wang, marching ahead, followed by a carriage with some of the 
suite of the Ambassadors ( Amongst them two longhaired men na- 
med KyayiSiwarca and Kyayi Lannany, with the folded white urabre 
lias of the Sultan, behind than followed the Royal coach in which 
the Sultan's letter besides the most prominent Ambassj^dor Kyayi 
Ngabehi Naya Wipraja, Mr Mordent by order of His Majesty ) Sir 
Charles Cotterel, and' Sir Henry Dacres. In the nsxt carriage - 
was the other Ambassador Kyayi IJgabehi Jack' Sedana, Ilaater Dar- 
cey, Sir Jeremy Sambroock and Mr Marshall and in the other ca- 
rriages abovementioned Ambassadors' further suite : Kyayi Agous 
Simala, Saraya Waseeta, Kintul, Sejaya and several ofi their pI--- 
ves with the Ambassadors umbrellas and peaks besides plenty of 
other people who followed the train out of curiosity. Thus from 
Tox^erhill to Aldgate and Leadenhallstreet they proceeded in go- 
od order under jostling and chg©rs of a large cto\j6. until they 
arrived in front of East India Housa, where the Honourable Go- 
vernor the Barl of Berkeley and the rest of the Committee ( be- 
sides several young ladies and persons of state and quality we- 
re awaiting this solemn entry whom abovementioned ambassadors 
courteously greeted while the city music^ .was playing. 

Thus they passed the Royal Mint, Cheapside, Paul's ChurbV^ 
yard, Ludgate, Fleetstreet, Temple Barr and Strand arriving at 
their Guesthouse at Charing Cross ( where previously the Russi- 
an Ambasaador had stayed ) . There was such a crowd of people 
and such a pomp as had but rarely been extended to cfew Amba- 



ssadoisof any foreign ruler. This was done in honour of the Sul- 
tan and not only becouse of their long journey but a.lso' because 
they were tho first ambassadors who had ever arrived in England 
from these parts. 

To honour the Sultan and his ambj^ssadors even raore, there 
was in the Presence Hall of their guesthouse a E^tately chair - 
with a canopy, ]Mo sooner had they :irrived at their lodginfTs than 
Humphrey E'dyin and William "/lainstone, o.qiiiros came to attend - 
them with the compli;:ients of the Governor^ while the music of 
the city was pl.^.ying they kept them enjoying this distraction 
till supper time, the table had been finely set ( pleasing even 
to the best of ambassadors ) and provided with all kinds of Eng- 
lish dishes and fruitsj prepared by their Own cooks to their - 
great delight. 

Abovementionad gentlemen who entertained the Ambassadors 
by order of the Company started drinking a toast to the health 
of the Sultan of Sourousoan;, which the Ambassadors replied ^rith 
a toast to the health of the King of England; after a little 
while the English gentlemen drank to the health of the Ambassa- 
dors which they replied with a toast to the Honourable Governors 
and Company, 

VHien it vras night and the cerenonies of the table i-^ere over 
they were put to bad; th-v East Indi^ Coopany having ordered a - 
Hr V?rgis and Benjamin ochinckfield and other Englishmen to - 
promde them with requisites having arranged it t;ius that two 
men from the Royal Guard and two soldiers would constantly stand 
by to be at any time at their ordtr, 

MAY 10 the ambassadors having been ■con.iTatuJ.aoed by 
the envoys of the King and Queen and other persons of honour, 
continued this with mutual exj^iressions of honour till the 13th, 



when aboveraentioned Ambassadors i^nt to Windsor to anter ento 
the Presence of His Majesty so that at 8 o'clock in the morning 
( thtir cooks and Benjamin Schinckfield having gone ahead early) 
they were fetched by Royal carriage in which were se§,ted Kyayi 
Ngabehi Naya Wipraja, Sir Charles Cotterell, Sir Henry Dacres - 
and Sir Jeremy Sarabroock, squire in the cooond carriafe Kyayi - 
Ngabehi Jaya Sedana» Charles Cotterell j squire Ht Robert Dacres 
and William ilainstane, squire iA the third carriage Mr Robert - 
Marshall^ Monsieur Bars and two others of the head of the suite 
and in 4 other carriages the rest .of their people and slaves - 
with their sun^ades and peaks and close by was riding a group 
of people on horseback* they thus proceeded in neat order till 
they arrived at Hounslow where they descended and enjoyed, a li- 
ttle entertainment arriving thus towards evening at Windsor whe- 
re they were put up at the residence of MrLytton» 

M AY 14t. Sunday morning, about 10 c' clock arrived Sir 
Charles Cotterell by Royal carriage to fetch them for the Pre- 
sentation. Thus about 11 o'clock started the procession t the, 
slaves of the Arab^ssadors with their peaks and their owji sunsha- 
des and the two long haired men with the Sultan's sunshades un- 
folded and abovementloned ambassadors with Sir Charles Cotte- 
relj. 

Sir Henry Dacres, Sir Robert Dacres, Mr Charles Cotterell, 
Mr Mainstone, Mr Marshall and all the JavaneS© nation in carri- 
ages till they arrived inside the castle, where they were told 
to let their slaves go ahead, carrying their peaks and unfolded 
sunshades as yiell as the King's letter past all the guards and 
lacquais till the Presence hall, where the Ambassadors entered 
( the slaves and peakeneors having been left behind in the wa- 
itingroon ) beside^ ten of their own people and the two sun- 



shades of the Sultan, They were rnet by the Sari of Berkely, Sir 
Charles Cotterell, Sir Henry Dacres, Sir Jeraery S:'.rn'broock5 ^'Ir - 
Charles Cotterell, IJr William JIainstone and llx Robert T-Tarshall, 
their o^^n people at proper distance of one another thus tnaking 
a corridor through which they went, paying their proper compli- 
ments to His I'lajesty and the Q^een, who sat together und@r a - 
stat^'ly canopy, A.pproaching the stately tablecloth they seated 
themselves according; to their country's custom presenting the 
Sultan's letter in an embroidered cover together with the Sul- 
tan's presents ( consisting of three small boxes wi"fch diamonds 
their real value impossible to be known), Sir Henry Dacres ser- 
ving as interpreter be tx^rOGn His Majesty and abovementioned am- 
bassadors. The reception was splendid and to their Majosties' 
groat, pleasuroj though brief, ifhon the ceremonies were @ver and 
coiiipliment had been made their to mutual pleasure t'l-. Ambassa- 
dors left in the same order as that in which they had come for 
a fine hall where they remained till the table had been prepa- 
red for their lunch which took place x;ith extraordinairy pomp, 
good o-rder and great expense as but few ambassadors had ever 
experienced, it. is said that it had cost His Mnjesty more than 
twohundred pound sterling,. 

At the hc'.d of the table sat Kyayi ^Igabehi ITaya Vlipraja - 
and the rest of the Jav.inese L-.uite and retinue. On the leftside 
were several persons of status and quality of the English nati- 
on while durini;; this entertainment neither lovely music nor - 
good vine extrem^e gaity, nor the habitual toasts xirere lacking, 
particularly to H.M. the Sultan, the Queen, the Duke of Yorck, 
the Ambassadors and tl:ie cj-overnor and the Companyo 1'lhen the meal 
was over they woe-;'- into a special- chamber from where they af- 
ter sofie relief were taken by Sir Charles Cotterell to watch 



all the "beautiful rooms and corridors of the castle, where the 
stories orloft tapestries and fine objects did arouse not litt- 
le admiration in them, plleaol^ip them very much, particularly - 
the special ohapell and St George Chapall. After having seen it 
satisfactorily they continued for one hour or mere to be enter- 
tained with several delicious drinks, but being desirous to see 
something new, they were led along the walk to have a full view 
from the corridor, going thus to the tower where Prince Robert 
payed them the honour to compliment them in person, showing them 
all his rare objects, especially that peerless collection of - 
arms which was to them such a pleasant surprise that upon their 
return (home) they presented His Highness the Sultan's two whi- 
te sunshades "fco be kept in that Rrmoury.

While walking on this tower they v;ere not little surprised 
by that fine view on the surrounding lands, particularly on the 
East and Westside, making a fine sight, for at least 60 miles. 
When they were satisfied in mind, by the solemnities of the day 
they vfsre again taken to their lodgings by Royal carriage 15th 
At 8 in the morning they vjent out for a drive by Royal carriage 
and other carriagesto London, arriving at Hampton Court where - 
they spent some time watching the beauties and peculiarities of 
this building with the attractions and pleasant things of :its 
terraces and gardens till the thought of their lunch took them 
away from therd. 

They passed after the meal through Kingstone and visited 
the Duke of Landerdaly ( Londonderry ? ) to Ham where the Duke 
showed his generosity by receiving them excellently by showing 
his admirable building besides his precious order in .his fami- 
ly while serving several delicious drinks. 

Having sent the greater part of their common people by 
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carriage to London they boarded 2 or 3 barges to watch the at* 
tractions of the excellent river Theems with it's blooming and 
utterly pleasant lands," pleasure ga,rdens and fine surrounding 
villages by which enjoyable relaJiations the day appeared to be 
too brief to then. 

Thus when it was dark, upon entering their residence, they 
found the cook dead whom they had left just before unwell and - 
in a fever, caused b,y his unsatiable drinking of brandy and 
strong drinks, since their first arrival at Charingh Crosse»they 
did not flioum his death rauiSh though it gave them some difficulty 
to find a proper place for his burial, so that it was the l6th 
before he was buried about midnight carried by oarriag© and pro- 
perly added attendeints and soldiers ( -besides some ^t his fri- 
ends ) to a certain pl^oe ait St James's Park opposite Hyde Park 
where his grave was made after the custom of his religion and 
his country. 

17th They were now intending to deliver the Sultan's le- 
tter to the Honourable Governor of the East India Company, for vhic^ 
purpose they were at 3 o'clock in the afternoon awaited by the 
Royal carriages and other carriages making a stately and orderly 
tour through the ciiy to East India House, in the following or- 
der namely : ahead went a marshall followed by 10 of the Ambassa- 
dors' slaves in couples on foot with their pe.ak3, on either side 
of thera went Englishmen as a guard to check the pressure of the 
cvoi,jA and on both siles of the Royal carriage went the two long

haired men with their sunshades besides two attendants of the ~ 
Royal Guard ^d at the feet of the coachmen sat the two slave- 
boys 5 in this carriage were the two Ambassadors with Sir Charles 
Cottorell and William Mainstone, squires in the second carriage 
were Mr Robert Marshall, Monsiur Bars and two of the most promi- 



nent of "the- suite of Javanese, following was the rest in other 
coaches it's fine order delighting all the onlookers.' ' 

Upon their arrival at East India House, 'the representative 
of the; Governor besides Sir Matthew Andrews and other raemhers - 
of the coiuiaitte.^ vrere meeting the Arnbas^'h.dors at the door while 
the oitymuBic was playing. They w-ere met at the drawingroom i - 
door by the> Governor- and the ether' members of the' committee and 
ushered in, two chairg^ having been'rput down for them. The Gover 
nor and the Members of the Oommittee had taken their seats acc- 
ording to their usual rank during a meeting. Thus seated in the- 
ir propejp places abovementioned Ambassadors delivered their le- 
,tter of the' Sultan, their L©rd, with proper compliment and af-^i 
terwards from Pangeran Kidul and P^geran Diepas Firat, " which - 
were accepted with proper lionour and respect by the Governor and 
the members Pf the Committee, it's translation having been ca- 
rried out bri t^e sane day by Mr William Mainston©. Many discu- 
ssions were had, causing mutual pleasure, but the matters of im- 
portance werg saved for another occasion. 

As ^t the time Bast India H<^use vras more fit for meetings 
rather than tar parties and since the day ( being one of the - 
d^ys of. Justice ) had detained them with several matters of im- 
p4rtan<ie thus their entertainment ccosisted tnly of the serving 
of tea and "'the playing •f pleasant «music, sn that after a one - 
hour's stay they returned " through the city in the same order as 
■before under loud cheers *f the jostling efrOwd. 
l8th they w-^nt by Royal carriase and other 'carriages t« the Du- 
ke 's thed'ter to ..... ( deleted). 

20th the Honourable Governor with the representative and all the 
members of the Committee ( accompanied by Sir Henrj- Dacres, Mr 
William Mainstone and Mi? Robert Marshall" ) paxd a ceuntervisit 
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importanc© were held but which are net fit for publication, be- 
ing " arcana Societatis " tr secrets of the Company. They were 
invited by Sir Henry Dgcres and Sir Robert Dacres for a dinner 
at the residence *f Sir Robert Dacres at Glerchenwoll. 
24th, they were invited i>;/ Mr Marshall going by carriage to Che- 
apside f»r the burrial of Sir Thomas Sendworth. 

M A Y_ 30th. They went by Reyal carriage and other carria- 
ges to the IXike'a Theater to watch the performance of the c««ne- 
dy " The Tempest ". 

JUII3 7th. "They went by Royal carriage and other carriages 
to see Guildhall, Bethelem ( Js'^lam ? ) sind both stochexchanges 
which filled thorn with great admiration. 

JUNE 8th. They went iRoyal carriage and other carriages - 
( aooompanied by Sir Jeremy Sambroook, Mr Charles Cotterell, Mr 
William Mainstone and Mr Robert Marshall ) at the invitation of 
the Foaourablo Sir JosiLah Child Governor of the Bast India Com- 
pany at his Residence at Wanstvdt where they were made the pa»- 
per compliment and found a very delicious and excellent meal, - 
fitting th© state •f the person inviting them, they were als» 
;)oined by several ladies and persons of quality, particularly 
Lord Herbert ( eldest son of the Marquis of Worchester ) with 
his excellent bride, the daughter of abovecientitned Honourable 
Governor wh4s© marriage had take» place just a few days before. 

Neither was lacking i glamour, p©mp, amusement, music and 
other distractions, besides the dancing and a ifAlk in his exce- 
llent park which undoubtedly surpasses any other /?ne all over 
aiglandi The interpretati4ii for that day was carried out by Mr 
Mainstone and I'.'r Marshall* When night fell they were accompa- 
nied by aboveraantiined Governor ( while music was playing ) to 
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their carriages and they returned thus extremely delighted. 

•JUNE 9ffl» They went out by Royal Carriage and other carri- 
ages to watch that famous memorial ( erected as a lasting memory 
of the terrible fire in 1666 ) where they climbed up to dangero- 
us heights along the incomparable winding stairs, from it's bal- 
cony they could get a full view of the whole city and it's su- 
buil&Q, appearing as a small world of houses clustered together. 
They went from there to the Tower to watch it's curioS ,- _ 
which thoy saw in it's entirity to their great satisfaction, a- 
mongst others the Royal Grown and scepter together with the rest 
of this excellent jex-fels us well as all the armacollectionf , th^ 
gjfeat lion and the leopard, 

JUHB 10th. They went through Whitehall and then by water 
to Westminster to watch that marvelous Hall, tlie House of Lords 
and the House of Oommons and also to Wostmineter Abbey and the 
tombs^ into the Chapel of Henry VII where after they returned to 
their residence. 

JUNE 12th o They went to the famous school of Monsiur Thou- 
borti to watch the riding of the large horses where several yo- 
ung gentlemen exhibited their progress in this noble art, 

JUNE 14th. The Ambassadors, being grateful for tj^e manyfold 
favours and homage constantly paid, to them by Sir Jeremy Sambroock 
thouglit it a necessary part of their duty to visit him in his own 
Residence* They went there by Royal carriage and other (xarriages 
at 4 o'clock in th© afternoon, accompanied by Mr Ootterell and - 
Mr Ma ins tone and Mr Marshall | but on their way there they requ- 
ested to visit the Royal Printing Office at Black Friars, where 
they had their own name pointed while admiring this wonderful - 
aiii,f and they proceeded to Batinghall Street at the Residonc© 
of Sir Jeremy Sambroock, where they were received well and in an
